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Introduction 


For  this  book  I  had  to  make  a  selection  from  the  multitude  of  plants  suited  for  cultivation  in  pots  and  con¬ 
tainers.  You  will  naturally  find  -  as  the  title  indicates  -  a  large  number  of  container  plants.  Their  assortment  has 
recently  been  increasing;  more  and  more  delicate,  typical  and  interesting  plants  are  now  coming  to  Europe  from 
other  parts  of  the  world. 

Besides  the  obvious  container  plants  I  have  added  many  plants  not  known  officially  as  container  plants,  but 
well  worth  cultivating  in  pots  on  patios  and  in  gardens.  I  am  thinking  of  flowerbulbs  in  the  early  spring,  for 
instance;  it  is  so  nice  to  admire  a  pot  full  of  flowering  crocuses  early  in  February,  or  a  terracotta  container  with 
winter  aconites.  A  bit  later  in  the  season  there  are  many  annuals  which  give  extra  colour  to  a  group  of  contain¬ 
er  plants  by  their  exuberant  blooming. 

You  will  hardly  find  any  hardy  garden  plants  in  this  book.  Of  course  you  can  plant  them  in  a  pot,  but  most 
of  the  normal  garden  plants  show  to  much  better  advantage  in  direct  soil.  Moreover,  in  a  pot  they  usually  only 
flower  for  a  short  period,  and  on  the  patio  we  prefer  flowers  the  whole  summer  long.  However  a  Hosta,  with  its 
long  green  leaves,  will  often  break  up  a  varicoloured  group  of  plants. 

For  this  book,  I  have  selected  plants  which,  either  by  their  long  and  exuberant  bloom,  their  leaf  form  and 
colour,  or  their  smell,  are  suitable  for  cultivation  in  containers  and  pots.  When  combined,  they  can  be  an  asset 
to  any  garden  plant  arrangement. 

Particularities  of  most  of  the  plants  are  mentioned  under  the  pictures.  I  have  given  special  attention  to  the 
wintering  of  the  plants. 

Most  of  the  photographs  have  been  taken  in  nurseries.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  owners  of  these  nurseries 
for  their  hospitality. 

A  special  word  of  gratitude  goes  to  Nel  and  Jan  Franken,  and  to  Guido  van  Herck.  They  assisted  me  when 
there  were  problems  concerning  the  particularities  or  the  naming  of  plants.  It  was  a  privilege  to  cooperate  with 
these  connoisseurs. 

And  finally,  I  hope  that  you,  the  reader,  will  read  and  use  this  book  with  as  much  pleasure  as  I  had  compil¬ 
ing  it.

Important  points: 

In  order  to  carry  off  superfluous  water  (drainage)  it  is  necessary  to  have  3  or  4  holes  in  the  container  or  pot. 
If  there  are  no  holes  in  the  pot,  you  should  pierce  them  yourself.  Put  broken  pieces  of  clay  flowerpots  on  the 
bottom  of  the  pot,  with  the  concave  side  downwards,  or  make  a  layer  of  expanded  clay  grains  or  gravel. 

-  Plants  growing  in  pots  have  little  room  for  their  roots,  and  the  substrate  will  be  exhausted  very  soon,  so  it  is 
necessary  to  fertilize  regularly. 

For  plants  that  flower  abundantly  and  for  a  long  time,  weekly  nutrition  is  of  particular  importance.  Even  sun- 
loving  plants  cannot  stand  the  melting  heat  of  a  burning  afternoon  sun  on  a  tropical  summer’s  day. 

-  Many  plants  like  to  receive  plenty  of  water  during  blooming,  although  nearly  all  plants  hate  “wet  feet”.  Make 
sure  the  roots  do  not  become  soaked  in  times  of  excessive  rain. 

-  Keeping  your  plants  dry  during  wintertime  does  not  mean  that  you  should  not  care  for  them  at  all,  but  the 
watering  must  be  kept  to  a  minimum.  In  drizzly  winter  weather  and  on  short  days,  it  will  be  more  than  suf¬ 
ficient  to  water  once  a  week,  presuming  your  plant  is  standing  in  a  cool  place.  When  it  is  freezing  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  give  a  little  extra  water,  in  spite  of  the  advice  to  “keep  the  plants  rather  dry”. 

All  Myrtaceae  plants  require  an  acid  soil;  be  wary  of  root  damage  when  you  are  repotting.  This  group  of  plants 
must  never  dry  out;  if  they  do,  they  will  lose  their  foliage,  which  comes  back  very  slowly. 

Many  plants  deposit  their  seeds  on  the  soil  (substrate)  around  the  stem  -  these  seeds  will  then  germinate  spon¬ 
taneously.  The  Acnictus  australis  and  Solatium  aviculare  for  instance,  will  produce  a  lot  of  young  plants  around 
them.  You  can  put  the  seedlings  in  small  pots,  grow  them  for  a  few  months  and  maybe  give  them  to  “green¬ 
fingered”  friends.

Small  shrub  to  75  cm  height;  bears  panicles  of 
white  with  yellow  and  purple  flowers  from  sum¬ 
mer  to  autumn;  half-hardy;  protect  from  severe 
frost.

Trim  branches  to  encourage  bushiness;  fertilize 
weekly;  cut  back  before  the  winter;  grow  rather 
dry  and  frost-free,  if  necessary  in  dark  position;

Succulent  perennial;  needs  a  warm  position;  water 
sparingly;  keep  almost  dry  during  winter;  grows  in 
desert  areas  of  Arabia  and  South  Africa.

Small  shrub  to  75  cm  height;  half-hardy;  needs 
sheltered  position;  protect  from  severe  frost; 
attractive  to  bees.

Grow  in  acid  soil;  never  dry  out  completely;  if 
desired,  prune  back  after  flowering;  grows  on  new 
shoots;  don’t  disturb  the  root  growth;  fruit  tastes 
of  pineapple;  syn.  Feyoa.

Fertilize  three  times  during  growing  season;  grow 
in  well-drained  soil;  keep  dry  during  winter.

used  to  make  a  delicious  tea;  if  wanted,  cut  back  a 
little  in  autumn;  keep  rather  dry  and  frost-free  in 
winter;  syn.  Lippia  citrodora.

Propagation:  by  dividing  the  rhizomes. 

Fertilize  weekly;  during  winter  the  plant  dies  back; 
keep  the  rhizomes  dry  and  frost-free  curing  win¬ 
ter;  early  spring  re-pot,  give  light,  water  and 
warmth;  needs  a  warm  sheltered  place;  don’t  keep 
the  plant  too  wet  for  long  periods.

Pretty,  succulent  perennial  for  a  warm  and  sunny 
position  on  the  terrace;  keep  rather  dry  during 
winter;  it  is  better  to  take  new  cuttings;  fertilize 
only  once  in  spring;  intolerant  of  chalk.

Fertilize  weekly;  trim  long  branches;  cut  back  in 
autumn  and  keep  rather  dry  and  at  7  °C  during 
winter;  valued  for  its  splendid  foliage;  syn. 
Mackaya  gangetica.

Propagation:  by  cuttings. 

Flowers  are  followed  by  spindle-shaped  fruits;  fer¬ 
tilize  regularly;  easy  to  grow;  the  fruits  are  very 
striking;  cut  back  in  autumn  and  keep  rather  dry 
and  frost-free  in  winter.
